IARU Concludes Meeting.....Changes to the Amateur Radio Service 
40 METERS TO BE CLEAR OF FOREIGN BROADCASTERS 


CW NO LONGER A TREATY REQUIREMENT FOR HF OPERATION 


Broadcasters will be moving out of the 7100 to 7200 K Hz portion of 40 meters starting in 2009, allowing Amateurs in 
all regions to enjoy communications. A merican A mateurs will still enjoy their present privileges in that band. Think 
this is along way off? One of the original time lines had the change occurring in 2003. 2009 does not sound so bad 
after all. 


Another change that came about during the conference was the deletion of M orse code as arequirement for HF entry. 


Deletion of the requirement now allows each country’s administration (FCC) to decide if the code requirement should 
be retained.
